The first blow in a carefully-planned | 
police campaign against the organised | 
vice of London was struck the other | 
day when eight houses and two night 
clubs, suspected as being used for im- | 
Proper purposes or, in some instances, | 
as gambling dens, were visited by 
strong, picked forces from a special de- 
partment of Scotland Yard. 

T happened to be in the vicinity of 


one of the establiahments when the raid 
took place, and I learn that among the | 


men and women taken by the police 
were those of individuals prominent in | 
political and social circles. 

Even more astounding was the pre- 
sence of women, both married and 
single, whose names, prominent in 
society, have hitherto been untouched | 
by the breath of scandal.

THE HELPING HAND. 


RUST ON KNIVES.—Soak the blades of 
knives in sweet oil for half an hour, take 
them out and dig them into the soil 
several times, and then apply emery cloth, 
which will give a brilliant polish, and 
finally remove its rusty look. 

BLEACHING SOLUTION.—A bleaching 
solution which can be kept is made by 
dissolving half a pound of chloride of 
lime in two quarts of soft or distilled 
water; keep closely corked. When needed 
it must be diluted with an equal quantity 
of cold water, and then washed off with 
clean water. 

TO CLEAN BLACK WALNUT FURNI.- 
TURE.—The finest thing for cleaning 
black walnut furniture is a piece of 
flannel moistened with paraffin. Rub into 
the wood till dry, then apply the follow- 
ing polish: Mix together equal parts of 


linseed 01l, vinegar and turpentine. Shake 
well, apply with an old silk handkerchief, 
rubbing in thoroughly.
